But none of the Anceftors of this noble Family have 


done more Honour to it than Sir Edward Hyde, who, 
for his eminent Services towards the Crown and 


State, was advanced to the Poſt of Lord Chancellor 


of England, and created Earl of Clarendon. 


This Nobleman. was remarkable for his Fidelity 


to King Charles I. and appointed to attend the Prince 

his Son eee King Charles II.) during his 
Exile; of whoſe Services that Prince was ſo ſenſible, 
eſpecially in the Part he acted to bring about the Re- 
ſtoration, which is in a great Meaſure juſtly aſeribed 
to the Wiſdom of this Miniſter. He poſſeſſed the 
Poſt of Lord Chancellor for ſeven Vears with great 


Applauſe; tho he was diſmiſſed with ſome Diſgrace, 


and an Impeachment preferred againſt him, almoſt 


as deſtitute of Truth, or even Probability, as the

bim with intending to raiſe an Army to govern arbi- 
trarily, and adviſing the King to lay afide Parlia- 
ments, with ſaying, that his Majeſty was a Papiſt, or 
popiſhly affected: That he had received great Sums.

the Wine imported from the Canaries) and other il- 
legal Patents; and granting illegal Injunctions for 
ſtaying Proceedings at Law againſt them : That he 
d gained a greater Eſtate than he could lawfully

Have done in ſo ſhort a Time; and, contrary to his 
Oath, had procured ſeveral Grants of Lands from 
the Crown: That he had adviſed and effected the 
Sale of Durtirk ; That he had drawn into Queſtion 
the Titles of Eſtates at the Coungl-board : That he 
had caus'd Quo Warrantos to be iſſued againſt moſt of 
the Corporations, and taken Money .for renewing 
their Charters : That he had betrayed his Majeſty 
and the Kingdom in foreign Negotiations relating to 
the War; and that he was the Author of that fatal 
Advice of dividing the Fleet in the Year 1666. 
Whereupon the Earl retired into France; but left 
an Apology behind him, directed to the Houſe of 
Peers, wherein he ſnews, That his Eſtate was neither 
large, nor unjuſtly acquired: That he never tranſ- 
acted any thing without the Concurrence of the Council: 
That for the laſt two Vears, he had not had the Di- 
rection ofany Affairs. | TY 
That the Misfortunes of the Kingdom had pro- 
ceeded from the War, which he had always declared 
againſt, there being no Alliances formed; and as he 
abhorred the entring into the War, he never gave 
any Advice for the Management of it. 8 
That he had indeed oppoſed the Payment of the 
Seamen by Tickets, which had added to the Ex- 
pence, for which his Enemies had inveighed againſt 
him, reviling his Councils, and turning all things ſe- 
rious and facred into Ridicule : That the Office he. 
Held had obliged him to obſtruct many Mens Preten> 
ſions, and refuſe the Seal to many Pardons, and 
other profitable Grants, which had raiſed him many 
Enemies: That he had been charged with adviſing 
his Majefty to diſſolve the Parliament, and thereby 
expoſed to the Rage and Fury of the People, which 
induced him to withdraw from ſo powerful a Perſe- 
cution, in hopes he might hereafter appear and make 
his Defence. Whereupon his Lordſhip went over 
to Rouen in Normandy, where he reſided as long as 
he lived, an Act having paſs'd for his Baniſhment. 
The Friends of this noble Lord ſuggeſted, that 
his Diſgrace proceeded from his Steadineſs to the 


- Con- 1 
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Conſtitution. They obſerve, that both Papiſts and 
Diſſenters were his Enemies, for his oppoſing a To- 
leration; and that many of. the Cavaliers were diſ- 
guſted becauſe no Proviſion, or a very flender one, 
was made for them who had loſt all in the Service of 
King Charles I. while thoſe who were the greateſt 
Enemies to the Crown were loaded with Honours. 
and Preferments, and taken into the Adminiſtration : 
That not only the Saints, but Libertines, were his 
Enemies, who being joined with the Ladies of the 
Court in miſrepreſenting his Actions, it was impoſ- 
ſible for him to defend himſelf againſt their united 
Malice. He is accuſed, indeed, of a haughty ſu- 
percilious Behaviour, and not indulging the Humour 
of that gay Court, who, to be even with him, turn'd 
all his Actions into Ridicule, and in a manner droll'd 
him out of his Majeſty's Favour ; while, others laid 
all his Majeſty's Diſtreſſes, as well as thoſe of his 
Friends the Cavaliers, at the Chancellor's Door. He 
had it in his Power, they obſerved, at the Reſtora- 
tion, to have procured to his Majeſty a much more 
ample Revenue, and to have provided for the indi. 
gent Cavaliers. On the other Hand, others applaud 
his Frugality, and pretend, that if he had made a 

larger Frovilion for the Crown, Parliaments would 
have become uſeleſs, and the Conſtitution had been 
ruined. As to bringing ſome of theſe Gentlemen 
into the Adminiſtration, who had oppoſed the Crown, 
they had been inſtrumental in the Reſtoration, and 
great Promiſes made them, no doubt, and had thoſe 
Engagements not been performed, it might have 
been difficult to have eſtabliſned his Majeſty upon 
the Throne; but why he did not make a Proviſion 
for thoſe indigent Cavaliers, Who had loſt or ven- 
tured their All in the King's Service, is not ſo eafily _ 
accounted for. After all, he appears to have been 
a very great and good Miniſter ; never any Objection 
has been made to his Character as a private Gen- 
tleman, or a Chancellor ; and as little to his Cha- 
racter, as a public Miniſter, as ever was made to 
one who was engaged "Pi in the Adminiſtration.

The Field Conventiclers in Scotland breaking out 

into Rebellion, in the Year 1679, and having aſſem- 

bled a very formidable Force, the Duke of Mon- 

mouth was ſent down to ſuppreſs them, and giving 
the Rebels Battle at Bozhave!/-Bridge on the 22d of 
June, totally defeated them, taking a great Number 
of Prifoners, among whom were ſeveral of the Mur- 
derers of the Archbiſhop of St. Andrews; and re- 
turning to Court in Triumph, appeared at that 
Time very high in the King's Favour. Nor was he 
leſs in the Favour of the People, on his appearing 
at the Head of what was called the Proteſtant Party, 
and ſhewing an uncommon Zeal againft thoſe who' 
were accuſed of the Popiſn Plot; but the King falling 
fick, and the Duke of Jerk being ſent for over from 
the Netherland, and finding the Duke of Monmouth 
had render'd himfelf exceeding popular, was ap- 
prehenſive of his having an Eye upon the Crown:

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ſatisfied he was not concerned in that Part of the 
Plot relating to the Ryehor/e, granted his Grace a 
Pardon, who thereupon went over to Holland, where 
he remained till the Death of King Charles II, which 
happened on the Gth of February, 1684-5. | 
The Duke of Monmouth being ſtrongly poſſeſſed 
with an Opinion that his Mother was married to 
King Charles II, and that conſequently he had an 
undoubted Right to the Britiſb Crown, adviſed with 
the Earl of Argyle, and the reſt of his Friends in 
Holland, on the Feaſeableneſs of making a Deſcent 
in England, and aſſerting his Right to that Throne. 
They were pretty unanimous as to the Probability of 
Succeſs, the Duke being ſo exceeding popular, and 
the Nation generally jealaus of the King's Deſign 
to introduce Popery ; only one Party were of Opi- 
nion, that things were not yet ripe ; that it were bet- 
ter to wait till the King had made ſome Advances 
towards the Alteration of Religion, and the People's 
Fears of Popery heightned, Others inſiſted, that 
they were more likely to ſucceed if they made the 
Attempt before the King was well ſettled on his 
Throne, and while the Duke's Intereſt was ſo con- 
ſiderable in England; but the Earl of Argyle being 
for an immediate Deſcent, and embarking in order 
to make a Diverſion in the Duke's Favour in Scot- 
land, it was carried for an immediate Deſcent upon 
England; whereupon the Duke hired a Frigate of 
thirty-two Guns, and three ſmall Tenders, one of 
"which was detained by the Dutch, on the Engliſh Mi- 
niſter (SKelton) applying to the States to prevent theſe 
Ships ſailing. However the Duke proceeded in his 
Voyage with the Frigate and two Tenders, and, af- 
ter a. tedious ſtormy Paſſage, arrived at Lime, in Dor- 
ſet/oire, the 11th of June, 1685, his whole Force 
not amounting to two hundred Men, including Offi- 
cers ; but having brought over Arms for five thoo- 
ſand more, and great Nrmbers of the Country-

Night-time ; but his Guides, either through Igno- 
rance or Treachery, led the Duke's Forces a great 
way round about, inſomuch that it was broad Day- 
light when they arrived at the Camp of the Royaliſts,. 
whom they found ready to receive them. However 
the Duke's Foot fought very bravely, and bid fair for. 
the Victory, till the Lord Gray, who commanded 
the, Horſe, abandoned the Infantry, and left the 
Field ; or rather, he found his Cavalry, which con- 
ſiſted only of Country Fellows, whoſe Horſes would 
not ſtand fire, were ſoon put into Confuhon, when 
they were charged by regular Troops, whereupon a

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This noble Earl is deſcended from Richard Copper, 
who flouriſhed in the Reign of King Henry VIII, 
and purchaſed the Manor of Paulet, in the County 
of Somerſet, of which the Family are ſtill Proprietors. 
But his Anceſtor who makes the greateſt Figure in 
Hiſtory is, Sir Anthony Afpley Cooper, who was after- 
Wards created Earl of Shafteſbury, and conſtituted 
Lord High Chancellor of England. He is generally 
' admired for his great Parts and Learning. He was 
- a Student of Ex#ter-College, in Oxford, from whence 
he removed to Grey s-Inn, one of the Inns of Court, 
where he made a conſiderable Proficiency in the 
Study of the Law. He was elected Member of Par- 
_ lament for Txkeſfoury in Gloceſtenſpire, in the Parlia- 
ment that met at Fe/minfler the 13th of April, 1640; 
being then about twenty-five Years of Age. In the 
Beginning of the Civil War, tis ſaid he raiſed a 
Regiment for the Service of King Charles I. being 
then Sheriff of the County of Dorſet, and made Go- 
vernor of Neymouth in that County; but Colonel 
William Afpburnham being made Governor of the 
County of Dor/et, whereby Weymouth became de- 
pendant on him, Sir Anthony, imagining that his 
I oyalty was ſuſpected, came up to Landon, and of- 
fered his Service to that Part of the Parliament 
which ſat there, who gave him a Regiment of Horſe, 
and the Command of all their Forces in Dorſetſbire. 
But notwithſtanding he appeared a heafty Champion 
in the Cauſe of the Parliament, he ſeems to have 
oppoſed Cromavell's Uſurpation with great Spirit;
